. The American College Testing Program lACT;. Pnor to 1975. these annual studies 
appeared in Intellect (formerly Schooi & Society^, In this 1977-78 report, the 1.710 
institutions survey^ in the U S.. Puerto Rjco. and related terntones reported 
7.238,547 grand tot3< coHegiate-levei credit-hour students. Of th^e. 5.120.475 were 
fulf-timB and 2.118,072 were part-time enroue^. The surveyed institutions Include

Focu» on full-time students—modest growth of t3%. Although m recent years 
increasing emphasis understandably ^has been placed on enrollment movements 
among part-time students, fuii-time students have been and will continue to be in 
bright focus not oniy in this annuai report series but also lO the planning and develop- 
ment of higher edtication now and m the decade to come, FuU-time students have 
been and continue tp ^elhe nation s prime sourde of trained business administrators. 
Clergy, doctors, engineers, lawyers, nurses, teachers, and other professionals and 
leaders in a wide range of fieids. LiKewise. in most institutions, full-time enrpllees still 
compose the student groups in reiation to WhiCh b^ic planning is undertaken for 
programs, faculty, facilities, and finance Thus, full-time ^udents rightly continue to 
^e a target of atte^ntion m these annua* enrollment studies. Data supportive of the 
above prerhises derived from the enrollment results for 1677-78 show that in 1.710 
reporting institutions and Systems there were 5,120.475 students, for a noticeable 
grov/th of 1.3%. and a number ^^hreh comprised 70 7V^f-all students enrolled m the 
same units. *rhis was compared to a mmimai full-time gam of ,2% for 1976-77. but was 
Short of the higher nse m 1977-78 ef 2.3% for the part-time enrollment corpponent

system responsibihties To our knowledge, these annuai reports provide the onfy 
source 0* comparatn^e stal*?tica: data gathered over a period of years and accom- 
panied by interpretive commentary that p'ertams to enrollments m these*great unitary 
state'systems For some 18 /ears, the emergence and.deveiopment of;5uch systems 
have been thfe subjects of analyses and commertt m these annual studies, actual ' 
tabulations of their enrollments have been publis?ied smce 1970-71 

Ove*- the years thfe umtary systems have become an increasingly important feature m 
the ^ighe*- educational sce^e The^ fnammoth edacationai eAterpr'ises auegediy offer 
statewide opportwinities for ehm^dation or avoidance of too irKjch program duplica- 
tion coordination of admissions arid ftnanc*ai aid poiicies anft vanous administrative 
economies On the other hand, given thetr massive nature, these great systems may be 
less responsive to vanarble and loca; neecJs, tess sensitive to personam or individual 
^ problen^s and less flexible ^n data management poucies aad procedures than smaller 
^ and or less structured units o/ systems Assuredly , with hindsight based-on 18 years * 
, of enroHment 'survey "experience, the author can testify to the increasing slowness of 
Sporting" declining flexibility in prov,diog variabte data items, and. the layering of . 
bureaucracy that sometimes impedes communicat'ion and deiays the deirvery.of the 
enroflmeni information Were it not for the Jate reporting of a few of tfie large unitary 
systems, this report could be published from one to two months earlier than now is 
possible Neverff>eless. the author .s' cognizant of and grateful for the cooperative 
efforts of many of the reporting officers in the unitary systems that, in the final result. 
* make this report more comprehensive and meaningful than it otherwise would t>e

Prtvate-complex universttfet reveal full-time gain of for the second yea^ a 
row. the 79 reporting pnvate-compiex uniyerstties sho^ved^-fuH-tmp enrollment gam 
with 526.407 students, a growth of 2^% As was the ca^ »n 1976-77. this categoiy. 
inclusive of many of the great prestigious private institutions in the nation, exhibited a 
capacity tooutpertorm the%arge pubnc dn-ts *n fuii-time enrolfTnent gams In 1976-77. 
they gained 1 while the pubhcsimts declined by 2% In 197?'78, their gam was 
2 1^ m comparison to the r»se of 1 2*^ m the»r pubiiQ counterparts This periormance 
supports the premise stated m these reports in earner years that the private-complex 
institutions, by and large, wh.ie not unaffected by the increasingly competitive 
academic environment can more neany attract the student numbers they wish^to 
enroll than can most of the large pJbuc institutions The pr, vate-coeppiex schools are 
renowned for-their academic and schojany contributions as well as for the training of 
a Significant portion of the nation s ^eadets ^n business. ir>dustry . government politics, 
the professions, and many othe^areas Enroi.mem data for ^the private-complex 
universities are set forth*' 
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JdlulUpurpow.unlU reveal riw of in fulHlme studenU. Recovering somewhat 
from a nearVtandstni posit.on of the previous year vyhen such units had a gain of only, 
2%. the 287 reporting mstitu^ons m the muit*purpo$e ciassrfication'cateQory revealed 
^rise ot 1 5% with 965.026 fuii-time students This category includes pnmanly public 
but some private institutions that pursue a wide range ^f.a*cademic objectives and 
* offer doctoral programs m not more than three fields Many of these units emerged* 
from their former Classifications aUeacher and or state colleges mto university status 
primarily Th the 1960s They grew rap.<ty expanded prograrn offerings greatly, and 
enjoyed boorpmg enroiirtients unt.i 1972-73 in recent years, their enrollments hav6 
wavered, but their record for 1977-78 was compa?abie to the larger public and pnvate-

The aru and sciences colleges continue to galn->up 1.5% In full-llm^ studenU *^he 
678 arts and sciences schoois-reportmg for 1977-78, with 686.142 students.' ?xpen- 
• enced an enrollment increase of 1 5^ to continue the gam pattern of 1976-77, when the 
' increase was 1 6^ Over the last 18 years, the author has emphasized colnsistently m 
these studies the need for the services of the arts and sciences colleges Particular 
reference was made m the 1976-77 study to-the role and significance m our society of 
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these pr»fTiartly pn^tate and reiativeJy smati coaeges Suft»ce »t to state nere the Ihes*^ 
that these ''emarkatjJ/ viable and flexible academ,c un.is' continue to dispiay much 
more stre^gUn and lasting pov^^r than their cr.ticv nave expected More of these 
colleges, and the»r counterparts on pubtic campuses are mo^»ng \o »nterreiale their

SuCh lAstituttons then wer^ entering 
an era when they wouid bt better prepared m ternjs of faciiiti^ and faculties for 
d^fenng more programs gearetf^to the needs and presumed desires of students 
enroMing on a part-time credit-hour basiS These institutions b^an a search for , 
student Clients who couid fiii the vacant spaces r^Suttmg frojp the slowdown in full- 
time students and from the massive b^jiiding programs of those early yeafrs of the 
1970s, which stii^ were producing ever r»Sirig numbers of c*assrooms and r^idenc^ 
•haiis that needed to be occupied to justify their existence and to rneet the mortgage 
payments f^lhert}. m the ensuing years, these institutions began to alter old courses 
and programs aod devise new one^ that would be mqre attractive to potential 
continuing edacatibn and-aduit students who probably. wouid attend only on a part- 
time basiS Siowl/, these new thrusts and programs began to attract increasjng 
numbers of part-time students who het^^ to compensate for the ia^ or loss of full- 
time registrants Inpreases in Subsequent years were as follows 1972.
